Nine Persons Sent to Quarantine 
This Morning. 


An Inquiry About Saloons and Parks--- 
City Hall Notes. 


Walter Foster, aged 34 years, and just two 
days in from Jersey Landing, walked into the 
City Dispensary t his morning and said he felt 
sick. The physicians examined him and he. 
was discovered to be a first-class case of 
sinall-pox. Foster had been stopping at the 
Golden Lion House on Second 
street. He was sent to Quaran- 
tine. Mrs. Justinia Seifert, aged 36, 
and two of her children were found sick at 
their home on Moore andO' Fallon streets,near 
the Fair Grounds. There are eight in the 


family, the mother and seven children. Mrs. 
Seifert, Andrew Seifert, aged 14, and 
Amelia, aged 10, were declared to have emall- 
pox, and the whole family was sent down to 
Quarantine, including Josephine, aged 8; Wil 
liam, aged 5; Ida, aged34; August, aged 2, 
and Josephine, aved 4 months. Last 
night’s report from Quarantine announced the 
death of Pannie Carr. Fannie was 18, lived 
in a house of ill-fame on Spruce street, and 
came to the city from her heme in In- 
diana four months ago. Lillybeck and 
Andrews were in a cricical condition last 
night, but allthe other patients were doing 
well. The Dispensary is still crowded with 
applicants for vaccine virus and vaccination. 
Yesterday 477 persons were inoculated here.

WASEINGTON, December 
court was called to order, Guiteau addressed 
the court and said: ‘‘I want to make alittle 
epeech. It will be a great misfortune if any 
thing should happen tothis jury. They are 
very honest, tnteliigent men, and I want the 
best care taken ofthem. There are some of 
them who are not accustomed to gocd, whole- 
some food, and consequently they are 
liable to have indigestion. I want the court 


to order them out every ‘morning, for 
@ walk of four or five miles béfore breakfast. 
Ihavetwoor three more little speeches to 
make, but this will do for the present.’’ 

Judge Cox: The court will attend to the 
wants of the jury. 

Coliier was recalled. Witness never detect- 
ed any signs of insanity in the prisoner. 

Scoville began to cross-examine witness. 
when Guiteau, in a great rage, shouted: ‘‘I 
never saw this man but once in my life and 
that was in ‘73 Never saw him but five miu 
utes. Whatdoeshe know about me? That 
shows just bow little sense you’ve got, Corkhiill, 
to put up this man as an expert.

Plumb’s Silver Bill. 

WASHINGTON, December 15 —Mr. Plumb to- 
day introduced a bill authorizing the owners 
of silver bullion to deposit it at any mint or 
assay Office, under such regulations as the 
Secretary ofthe Treasury may make, and re- 
ceive therefor silver dollars or silver certifi- 
cates upjfto the market value of the bullion. 
The bill also modifies the silver bill of 1878 by 
providing that the coinage of silver dollars 
shall continue until the amount of dollars rep- 
recen',30 per cent of the silver certificates out- 


stan@ing, and that the silver 
dollar coinage shall be kepr 
at this propoition and not go beyond lie 
Mr. Plumb says his idea ts to avoid the acca- 
mulation of more silver dollars than are need- 
ed, but to keep on hand allthat are needed; 
that it is a useless expense to keep the mints 
running to coin money not needed in circula- 
tion or the redemption of certificates. 


Remodeling the Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, December 15.—The committee 
of the American Bar Association, after paying 
their respects to the Supreme Court, met at 
noon and discussed pians for the establish- 
ment of a court that will relieve the Supreme 
Court of the pressure of busmess. Entire har- 
mony exists betweén the Supreme Judges, the 


bar committee and the Serrate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. They ali agree thit some prompt ac- 
tion to gel'eye the Supreme Court is necessary 
and indications are that « pian wiil be ugreed 
upon and a bi'l introduced in Congress to car- 
| ry it om before the holiday adjournment, 

It is likesy that a court of interin+diate 
jurisdiction will be crexnted something like the 
+Courtof Appeals. Then the docket of the 
Supreme Court will be sifted and all cases thas 
can be taken from it and sent to the new 
court will be transterred. Some early action 
will certainly be taken. 


Sherman’s Funding Bill. 
WASHINGTON, December 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance has unanimously 
agreed to recommend the passage of Sher- 
man’s three per cent funding bill with amend- 


ments reducing the aggregate amount of three 
per cent bonds to be issued to $300,000,000, 
and providing the amount reeeived on deposit 
shall not exceed atany time $25,v00,000. The 
committee took this action after hearing Sec- 
retary Folger, who expressed himself in op- 
position to the proposition preferring to re- 
tain the Government privilege of calling in the 
three and & half per cent bonds at any time. 


Committee on Railroads. 
WASHINGTON, December 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Railroads heard Senatur Maxey 
in advocacy of his bill to ratify the act of the 
General Council of the Choctaw Nation of In- 
dians, granting the St. Louisand San Fran: 
cisco Ruilway Company the right of way for a

‘‘THE KOUMISS CURE.” 


The Sanitariums for Consumptives out 
on the Russian Steppes. 
From the New York World. 

The “Koumiss Cure’’ is the current rage 
on both sides of the Atlantic, having suc- 
ceeded in due course tothe grape cure and 
blood cure, and blue glass cure,and ozone 
cure and a dozen more that will readily re- 
cur to the reader’s mind. Komiss has 
found a historian and advocate in Dr. 
George L. Carrick, whe has 6 blished quite 
a formidable book on the subject, and there | 
is a project on foot for a sanitarium at Oren- 
burg mext year. For the tribes of the 
steppes it may be said there is no necessity 
for debating societies to wrestle with the 

uestion, ‘* Which is the more useful animal, 
the horse or the ox?’ The nomad resorts 
to the horse forhis boots, his winter coat, 
his flasks, churns and jars, eats its flesh and 
drinks its milk. riginaily during the 
“Tartar’’ invasions stallions were em- 
oe exclusively as chargers, the mares 
fi 


eing reserved for the commissariat—mare’s 

esh, koumiss and coarse bread 
being the Mongols’ fare,and if we are 
to respect the story about cooking meat 
under the saddle (as soldiers have cooked 
Kabobs on the heated breach of a gun), the 
horse supplied fuel and cooking utensils as 
wellas everything else. Herodotus is the 
earliest authority on koumiss, relating how 
the Scythians were in the habit of “blinding 
their slaves to use them in preparing their 
milk’’—rather a curious preliminary toa 
nice and delicate operation. The beverage 
itself is first spoken of inthe [patoff chron- 
icles, which tell how a certain prince was 
captured by nomadsin the South of Russia 
and escaped through his guards gettiuog 


currentin the yng country, of the 
Gaul who entertained his Krankish victor so 
enerously that, being full of wine, the 
rank offered to make very important con- 
cessions in the treaty and prolonged hisspree 
until the Gauls had time to take up anew 
position. Daniel, Prince of Halitch, wus of- 
fered koumiss by Batu Khan, be of the 
Golden Horde, and accepted it out of polite- 
nees or subserviency, but the conqueror’s 
wife, with true courtesy, insisted on his 
drinking wine. William de Rubruguis, the 
French friar and missionary, was 
first traveler to mention the 
distinctly. “Cosmos,” as 
caught and recorded it, he 
approached with some terror, feeling both 
‘dread and novelty,’’ but he pronounced it 
‘tvery savory.” “It biteth a man’s tongue 
like wine of rasps when it is drunk,’’ he 
continues. ‘“‘After a man bath taken a 
draught thereof, it leaveth behind a taste 
like that of almond-milk, and maketh his 
inside feel very comfortable; and it also in- 
toxicateth weak heads.” Marco Polo de- 
clared “‘kemiz’’ tobe ‘a right good drink,’’ 
describing itas ‘‘mare’s milk prepared in 
such a way that you would take it fop a white 
wine.” Thereafter, until late in the Jast 
century, European literature is silent on the 
subject of koumiss. In1784 Dr. Grieve, a 
Scottish surgeonin the Russian army, ad- 
dressed a paper to the Royal Society of Eain- 
burch, descanting on its virtues in the treat- 
ment of wasting diseases. He had sent three 
patients to the steppes, and when they re- 
turned cured began to make the liquid for 
himseif, believing, to use his own words,that 
‘*a preparation of milk which would 
not be curdled by the juices of the 
stomach, while at the same time it possess- 
ed all its nutritive qualities, with the super- 
addition of fermented spirit, might be of es- 
sential service inall those disorders where 
the body is defective} either in nour- 
ishment or strength.” The cost and 
difficulty of a journey to the steppes, 
however, deterred patients from  at- 
tempting the *‘Koumiss Cure’ proper, and 
the fermented mare’s milk was imported to 
St. Petersburg, or wherever they resided. In 
1858 Dr. Postnikof, struck by the remarka- 
ble recovery of a consumptive whom he had 
sent to drink the beverage among the Bash- 
kirs, established a regular sanitarium four 
miles from Samara, on the Volga, and his ex- 
ample has been followed until there are now 
nearly 1,500 patients treated every summer 
in that district and at Orenbure. 

The koumissnik, as the Russians style the 
drinker of koumiss, if he desires to reap all 
the advantages of the treatment, must visit 
the mare’s-miik region and putin three or 
four weeks of drinking by the quart, or even 
by the gallon, rise early, ride bard, abstain 
from stndy or distracting pursuits, and spend 
all the time possible inthe dry and balmy 
air of the steppes. Dr. Carrick, who has 
long been the physician to the English Em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg, has visited the 
steppesfor the last eight years, and is an en- 
thusiast on the subject. e was for some 
time attached to the great Consumption 
Hospital at Compton, and so may Jay claim 
to special acquaintance with the subject, and 
he is strongly convinced of the superiority 
of the steppes to Madeira or Cairo. It is 
contended that, though mares have been kept 
in large numbers in the vicinity of the great 
cities of Russia, and Tartars have been em- 
ployed to manufacture the koumiss, 
the results do not compare with those 
of the rural ‘‘cures.’’ The difference in 
pasturage is given as the cause,but even the 
warmest advocates of koumiss admit thatthe 
climate, exercise and change have a good 
deaitodo with improvement noted in the 
patient. The treatment is:prescribed for 
consumptives and other sufferersfrom pul- 
monary complaints, young and sickly adults 
where symptoms of hereditary disease are 
suspected, people euffering from loss or 
poverty of blood and those affected with 
diseases of the digestive organs. ‘**Koumiss 
is not drunk onthe day on whichit is made. 
The following day, being still very mild and 
possessing little alcohol, it is useful for 
weak patients andthose as yet unaccustom- 
ed to diinking it. Twenty-four bours iater. 
when it has become more potent, itis called 
‘medium,’ and it is this quality which is 
generally given to sick peopie. After three 
days koumiss becomes a somewhat Intoxicat- 
ing drink, and rich Kirghizes keep it in 
bottles as we would wine, to be produced on 


horny consistenee when dried, and which 
are cigont insoluble in water, while its 
fat is solid after churning. Per contra, the 
advocates of “‘cowmiss” insist as posHively 
that it is only in the differing proportions in 
which their solid substances—fat, protein, 
sugar and salts—are present that milks vary, 
and that it is easy to separate any of them 
from the bulk and increase or decrease its 
percentage, and thay maintain that koumiss 
or galetozyme—to give ita scientific title— 
of which cow’s milk is the basis. truly re- 
presents and accurately corresponds in com- 
position with the Tartar koumiss and pos- 
sesses all its nutritive properties and medi- 
cinal virtues. And, finally, there is a third 
body of authorities who declare that the 
‘‘koumiss’’ cure is all nonsense, that any 
one will gain in weight if he only drinks a 
few gallons of fluid of of any sort daily, and 
that though change, exercise, good air and 
imagination will do a good deal foran inva- 
lid, the great problem which pulmonary 
disease offers to modern science has not yet 
been solved. 

It will instantly occur to American readers 
that an exeellent region for trying the 
‘“koumiss cure’’ ona large scale would be 
the Western plains, say in Colorado or Cali- 
fornia, where there is every requisite pos- 
sessed by the Russian steppes, plus the im- 
mense advantages of nearness, comfortable 
transitand economy. And the amateur in 
such matters who is desirous of manufac- 
turing koumiss for home use can easily es- 
tablish a Jaboratory witha lager beer bottle 
with a patent top, some lumps ef sugar and 
a cake of patent yeast. It mav be added that 
as koumissisan exuberant liquid itis best 
decanted by holding the bottle neck down- 
wardsina pitcher and covering all with a 
towel before removing the cork. 


An Exhibition of Stamps. 
From the New York Sun. 

On the 14th of November there was opened 
at Viennaan exhibition of postal and tele- 
graph stamps. It was gotten up by the club 
of the Philatelists, a society of collectors who 
regard the study of stamps as a branch of 
history, and desire to raise ittothe level of 
Numismatics and Sphragistics. The collec- 
tion formed by these enthusiasts, though 
interesting and instructive, is decidecly mo- 
notonoustothe eves of ordinary mortals. 
Nevertheless the display of stamps, envel- 
opes, postal cards, and the like, gives a 
striking picture of the development, within 
the last forty vears, of communication in all 
parts of the world, and of the facility and 
cheapness with which it is carried on.

A GIRL’S INFATUATION. 


She Leaves Home to Follow a Worth- 
less Married Man.

Cheap Living in Germany. 
From the Pall Mal! Gazette. 


I was lately spending some months in an 
animated, prosperous and Jearned little town 
where I could with difficulty understand the 
general complaints as to the increased cost of 
living since the war. Many things were fab- 
ulously cheap. The difference in the market 
value of labor, whether manual or intellectu- 
al, between Germany, France and England 
isenormous., Here we come to the gist of 
the matter, the real grievance of German 
life, the pinching of the shoe from one end 
of the Vaterland to the other. 

Lessons, not only in music, but in lan- 
guages, arts and science, cost inthe town I 
mention ls 6d or 23 an hour, and yet the 
teachers are professors of credit and respect- 
uble position in society; in fact their position 
is an acknowledged one, which can hardly be 
said of certificated teachers of both sexes in 
England receiving three times as much. The 
professorial fee in Germany is so low for the 
simple reason that nobody can afford to pay 
a bigher one; but no one dreams of looking 
down ou the professor in consequence. 
Again, take the newspaper delivered at 
your door daijy for 6d a -.month, 
a respectable little paper too, cone 
tainting the most important telegrams 
from ail parts of the world, a good deal of 
locul information and a really exceilent literary 
supplement on Sundays. Where is the profit 
insuch a transaction? How can printing, 
paper and manual, not to speak of editorinl 
labor be remunerated at such a rate? I will 
here cite am incident I can vouch for. which 
would seem to show that authors in Germany 
must have abadtimeofit. An English writer

Even the beggar who pays fer a weekly 
lodging and has a certain whereabouts con- 
tributes his mite to the dreaded ‘‘Steuer,’’ or 
tax, no more to be escaped than the even 
more dreaded military probation. 

Yes, life is bard in Germany—hard alike 
to learned and simple, to those who labor in 
the fields or pent upin cities; but there are 
consolations. All who live among German 
folks must be struck by the manly dignity and 
resignation with which these daily problems 
are met. 


THE SUMMIT OF OLIVET. 


Congressman Cox’s Description of the 
Ride Upthe Mount of Olives. 


From a Letter to New York Sun. 


We reach the summit of Olivet. Leaving 
for the present the old tower on the left, the 
tombs of the prophets on the right and 
‘ruins’’ near the brow of the mountain we 
gotothe oldcrowning mosque. Thereis a 
sheik here,too. He is in eg my pe: levies 
his tribute. They ail do. Near is a church 
tocommemorate the Ascension. After eur 
guide has embraced and kissed his sheik al- 
so, we mountthe dark, winding stairs of 
this minaret. Itis called Tur. The wina 
biows quite cool. The view on every point 
issuperb. It is the finest prospect about Je- 
rusalem, as itis seen from every part of the 
city..So froia it all the prominent objects are 
visible. Below us immediately are the trim 
terraces, Where corn is sometimes raised on 
ledges of the rock; but the olive trees are not 
plentiful, but sporadic. There are enough 
of them even untothis day to vindicate the 
name of Olivet. Thereis a ciearsky. No 
haze obscures the sight. The mountain is a 
ridge, and rises above Mount Moriah some 
220 feet. The walls of the city and octagonal 
mosque onthe Temple’s right, and a few 
cypresses and the dark dome seem under us, 
though across the deep ravine. Here 
Jerusalem and its churches and holy 
places is indeed ‘“‘golden’” Jerusalem. 
From St. Stephen’s to the Golden 
Gate, and from the Golden Gate to the 
southeast corner, the magnificence of the 
easterr walis is appreciated in all their beauty 
and strength. We cannot see the tombs on 
the hither side of the Valley of Jehosaphat, 
nor the multitude of flat Jewish gravestones 
awaiting removal when the dry bones of 
Ezekiel shall rattle for the judgment; but the 
massive masonry of the old walis shows 
grandly, although 100 feet of it is still con- 
cealed by piles of rubbish. The city in its 
four elevations, with their angles and gar 
dens, towers and domes, stands out and 
upin its lights and shades. Wrap your 
coat about you, for it is cold on the 
minaret, and take your glass for the far-off 
eastern view. Not vet—wait. Below you, to 
the east, is the beginning of that ‘*Wilder- 
ness of Judea,”’ which no one who saw the 
Sahara around Damascus can mistake for a 
smiling land. Over white, hot hi'ls, ana 
over wray, verdureless Vales, in involutions 
and convolutions, and swathed in simmering 
sunshine, the bleak landscape descends for 
miles, untilit melts into the valley of the 
Jordan, whose course can be traced by its 
zone of greenery. The glare isnot tyogreat 
in mid-afternoon to see the line of the val- 
ley or the dark line ofthe riverasit enters 
the stark-still Dead Sea, a portion of which, 
hike a bluish cadaver in an immense sarcoph- 
agus,is discovered between the brown bills 
and cliffs of the intervening wilderness and the 
range onthe horizon’s verge. A few olives 
break the sameness of the color till the pale 
azure of the Deaa Seais reached by the vis- 
ion. Above it isa massive wall,so remote 
as to seem like an exhalation and yet so near 
thatits shadows and ridges appear. These 
mountains are fifty miles awav. They are 
the ever beauteous mountains of Moab. 

The truth is that Olivetis nota half-hour’s 
walk, and evenif the ascension were at Beth- 
apy, Which is beyond Olivet, is not an hour 
away. But whatever be the fact, Olivetis 
holy ground. It was chosen by the Saviour 
for his most confiding utterances. Was it 
not here that [He talked of what would befall 
Jerusalem, His discipies and Himself? Was 
it not here that He spoke some of the wisest 
parables, and prayed and rested at evening, 
after the turmoil and toil of the city and day? 
Was it not here that He agonized and gave 
up His own to do His Father’s will? If His 
ascension was at Bethany, certainly He 
passed—even as we are now passing—over 
Olivet to reach Bethany. 

On the summit of Olivet we finda newly- 
built cloister for nuns. It is built by a French 


Princess, Mme. Latour d’Auvergne, and is to | 


be eventually hertomb. Itis said to be the 
spot where our Savior thought his disciples 
to pray. In the inner court of the cloister is 
arranged on little tablets the Lord’s prayer 
in thirty-three languages. As we enter, our 
Spanish pilgrims crowd the court and sur- 
round the tomb of the Princess. A 
life-size figurein white marble lies at full 
length over the sarcophagus, andis said to 
to be a good likeness. The face and figure 
are those of a beautiful woman, mute and 
angelicin death. Sweet lavender and other 
flowers ornament the garden and give their 
aroma to the shaded walks, and all is in neat 
and dainty contrast with the dirt and sloven- 
liness of the city. The Princess is absent 
now on a visit to Fwance, her native country, 
but her her workmen are perfecting her fu- 
ture mausoleum,

LEFROY’S EXECUTION. 


A Business-Like Hanging With Mar- 
wood’s Latest lmprovements. 
From the London News, Nuvember 30. 

The execution of Lefroy, which took place 


yesterday morning inside Lewes Jail, was 


carried out simply, punctually and effectual- 
lv... The Lewes gallows is 80 arranged that 
when the execution tzkes place the subject 
drops outof sight below the surface of the 
earth. The *‘drop’’ is flush with the surfaces. 
Underneath ig a square pit bricked at the 
sides and base, of eleven or twelve feetin 
depth. Above the drop is a cross-beam sup- 
ported by two uprights, from which is sus- 

ended the rope. On movingalever which 
s connected with bolts sustaining the drop 
the latter parts in the center, either side 
hanging on its hinges, and the sight ofa 
criminal hanging lifelessinthe airis thus 
avoided. Shortiy before the execution took 
piace there were nota dozen spectators, ex- 
clusive of policemen, outside the jail. When 
it was over and those whose duty 
it was to .witness it left the 
prison, they found that a small knot of gaz- 
ers had increased, perhaps to the number of 
fifty or sixty, but certainly not to more than 
that figure. At about 8:30 the reporters to 
the number of about fifieen—who, with the 
exception of the jail ofticiais, were the only 
witnesses of the execution—were admitted 
to the jail. At 8:45 the first note of the pris- 
on bell was sounded. and its kneli continued 
at regular intervais until everything was 
over. At8:55a warder summoned the re- 
porters, who followed him through two 
courtyards in which, as the paved pathway 
indicated, the convicts are in the habit of 
taking their daily exercise. In the third and 
final one was erected the gallows. Just in- 
side the doorway stood Marwood with his 
pinioning upparatus in his hand. He was 
summoned away, and a pause of some 
few moments ensued, at the ena of 
which the voice of the chaplain was heard 
and those standing in the courtyard bared 
their heads and turned towards a further 
door, whence the procession was issuing. The 
chaplain, robedin his surplice, came first, 
pronouncing in a loud voice, though with ev- 
ident signs of emotion, the appointed ser- 
vice. The central and conspicuous object of 
that little band that slowly defiled toward the 
platform where he wus to meet his fate was, 
of course, Lefroy himself. He was dressed 
in a brown tweed suit. He had no covering 
to his head and no collar round his neck. The 
gray woolen shirt he wore Was epen and 
turned back atthe edges infront, showing 
his long thick neck. His face, which was 
pale enough duriog his trial, now showed 
not a vestive of color. His eyes were turned 
upwards towards the sun, which was shining 
full in bis face, and its glare imparted an 
unusual brilliancy tothem. Arriving at the 
drop he allowed himself quietly to be placed 
thereon and pinioned asto his legs, Mar- 
wood was scarcely a minute about nis task, 
and while the chaplain was yet repeating the 
words of the service be had gone to the side, 
pulled a lever, and Lefroy disappeared from 
sight. That death was instantaneous there 
can be no doubt, for there was no evidence of 
any subsequent strugghing. The drop was 
at least eight feet, and in all probability the 
neck waa at once broken. The whole busi- 
ness of the execution oecupied about three 
minutes. The coroner’s jury then viewed 
the body, with regard to which there is noth- 
ing to be said, but that the face worea calm 
appearance and that there was a slight abra- 
sion of skin on the neck. 

Lefroy’s last night was one of the easiest 
he bad spent during his confinement. After 
the Chaplain had left him in the evening he 
engaged himself in scanning the books which 
had been suppliea to him, reading extracts 
first from one and then from another until 
about 10:30 o’clock, when, appearing to grow 
somewhat weary, he turned to his attendant 
and said he thought it was time to go tobed. 
He then knelt by his bedside for some timeas 
though in prayer, and this he has done every 
night before going to bed since his incarcer- 
ation, but no audible words escaped his lips. 
Having risen from this attitude he undressed 
and composed himself to rest. During the 
night he turned two or three times from side 
to side, but his sleep did not appear to be 
materially interfered with, and it was not 
until 6 «’clock, when the doors 1n the various 
wards were unlocked. that he seemed to re- 
alize his position. Hethen, suddenly awak- 
ening,exclaimed: **‘Why,it must be 6 o’clock !”? 
Springing from bis bed, he proceeded to at- 
tire himself, and again engaged in reading 
and ic preparing himself for his doom. After 
this he ate a fairly good breakfast and await- 
ed with composure the time of execution. 

HOW MR. GOLD WAS MURDERED, 

Lefroy made five different confessions as to 
the manner in which he murdered Mr. Gold 
on the Brighton railway, but there is reason 
to believe, says the Pall Mall Gazette, that 
the following account isthe true one. He 
denies altogether thut he entered the com- 
partment in which he killed Mr. Gold at the 
London Bridge Station. He states that he 
took a seat in acarriagein which there was 
another passenger sitting by himself,and he 


.Was strongly tempted to murder him, but he 


refraned from carrying out his intention. 
On the arrival of the train at Croydon be left 
this compartm:+ nt and got into the one in 
whico Mr. Gola bad taken a place, He had a 
short conversation with his victim, when Mr.

W bile stretching out he took a handkerchief 
from his pocket, and accidertally pulled out 
his purse, which fell on the floor of the 
cartilage.

The noise which he made in doing 
so aroused Mr. Gold, who instantly started 
up, exclaiming: ‘**You seoundre], do you

The Assassination of Lincoln and the 
Hanged Conspirators, 
From the Bosi on Traveller. 

AS a newspaper correspondent, I had ocea. 
sion to visit the old Capitol prison in Wash. 
ington, in February, 1869, to witness the cx. 
humation and the rendition to their respec- 
tive relatives and friends of the remains of 
thé conspirators in the Lincoln assassination, 
President Johnson was about to go out of 
office, and he issued an order permit- 
ting Christian burial to the bodies of 
the five persons implicated in the 
Geath of Lincoln—Booth, Mrs. Sur- 
rait, Atzerodt, Payne and Herold, 
They had been buried in ammunition boxes 
of common pine wood, six feet long, two feet 
wide and two feet deep. When the lid was 
lifted from Booth’s coffin his face was perfect, 
with the exception of a smaH hole about the 
size ofa dime in each cheek. Huis hair was 
in as good condition as if he had just come 
out of a barbershop. In taking out the body 
to place itin a handsome rosewood coffin 
supplied by his mother, Mrs. Booth,of Baiti- 
more, the head dropped off from the body. 
Not.sowith Mrs. Surratt. Her facexnd form 
were perfect, and she looked like oneina 
happy, dreamless sleep. Her head adhered 
tothe body in the process of transfer. Payne’s 
body was greatly wasted, but A'zZerodt’s was 
the worst of all; for when the army blanket 
that covered his remains was lifted up it re- 
vealed a shapeless mars of blackened bones 
and ashes, with avala and §separated skull 
in onecorner. Talking of this matter of the 
Lincoln assassination, I remember asking 
Andrew Johnson one day when we were 
traveling together through East Tennessee, 
atatime when he was ruuoning for Con- 
gressman-at-large against Horace Maynara 
and Frank Cheatham, why it was he did not 
pardon Mrs. Surratt. He was in a commu- 
nicative mood, and he said: ‘*The true his- 
tory of that case has never been toid. It was 
represented ian the papers that I refused to 
see Annie Surratt (the daughter of Mrs. Sur- 
ratt) when she came to the White House the 
morning of the execution asking for the puar- 
don of her mother. The fact is that I never 
knew it was Miss Surratt, because 
a man named Muzzy, who bad 
general charge of the White House, 
came to me and said a crazy woman 
was down stuirs and wanted to get in and see 
me, and she wouldn’t give her name, but was 
crying and tearing her hair, and exhibited all 
the evidences of insanity.” 

“But would you have pardoned Mrs. Sur- 

ratt?’’? 1 asked, “‘supposing you had known 
better??? 
" “T don’t think I would,” he replied in his 
bluff way. ‘*‘She didn’t do the shooting, but 
she was an accessory to it, which is ail the 
same.’’

Last September Armstrong Lewis, a citi- 
zen of Hope, a small town south of here, 
came to this city, leaving with his family the 
impression that ke intended to purchase a 
farm and was obliged tocome hereto cash 
some checks.

The Doctor’s Petition Dismissed—End 
of a Celebrated Case. 


The most interesting contribution to the 
chapter of divorces under the dome is the de- 
cision of Judge Boyle rendered this morning 
on the celebrated Jaminet divorce case. The 
court has Cismissed the petition of the 
plaintiff, Dr. Jaminet, and granted 
& decree to Mrs. Jaminet on her 
cross-bill, together with the custody of the 
daughter, Leontine, and alimonyin the sum 
of $225 per month, commencing with the first 
payment, January 3, 1882. Judge Boyle pre 
pared an elaborate decision, the most im- 
portant portions of which are jyiven 
verbatim below. The whole of § the 
evidence is exhaustively reviewed, referring 
to the dramatic scenes at tbe diuner tabie, in 
the bed room,and the Easter Sunday morning 
ecene in the Jaminet househoid, particulars 
of which huve appeared in the POST- DISPATCH 
when the depositions weie in progress aud 
latterly during the trial of this celebrated 
case. 


THE COURT SAYS: - 

‘*‘The petition in this case is based on the 
charge that Mrs. Jaminet, the defendant, has 
offered to tne Doctor, the plaintiff, such in- 
dignities as to render his condition intoler- 
avie. The cross-bill of Mrs. Jaminet also 
charges similar indignities on the part of the 
Doctor, and the indignities complained 
of relate on both sides to the 
Same occurrences, and are alleged to 
have happened during the month of April of 
this year, with one exception. That is an 
averment in Mrs. Jaminet’s crouss-bill that the 
Doctor, tor the purpose of harassing his wife 
und destroying her health, falsely stated to | 
her that she was afflicted with an incurable 
disease, a tumor. There is alsv 
alleged in the cross bill that the 
Doctor had committed adultery attimes and 
with persons unknownto Mrs. Jaminet and 
about which she expressly admits thatshé had 
no Knowledge other than that derived trom 
the admissions of the Doctor himself. As to 
the averment concerning the tumor, it im- 
putes to plaintiff such an evil design that the 
court would net be justified in 
sustaining it without clearand satisfactory 
proof. That proof offered is not sufticient to 
warrant the courtin finding the charge to be 
true and may be disposed of without a review 
of the testimony in favor of the plaintiff. 
From the evidence it appears tbat prior 
to the llth day of April last 
Doctor and Mrs. Jaminet hud been 
married for more than eighteen years, during 
which time they seem to nave been surround- 
ed by all the comforts and many ot the luxu. 
ries of life, and to have mutually enjoyed at 
least a portion ofthat esteem and affection 
which should attend the marriage relation. 
ON THE NIGHT OF MONDAY, THE AilTH OF APRIL, 
i881, Mrs. Jaminet and her daughter returned 
to town from New Orleans, where they had 
been Visiting relatives of Mrs. Jaminet, with 
the Doctor’s approvaland consent. The Doc- 
tor knew they were to return that night and 
sent his coachman to meet them at the 
depot. He left on his desk an 
open note stating that he wouid 
not return home untii3 0’clockin the morn- 
ing, Hereturned at that hour and found Mrs. 
Jaminet and Leontine awaiting him at the 
head of the stairs, and, having greeted them 
both with a kiss, he returned to his office and 
then went upto the bed-room. Mrs. Jaminet 
inquired as to where he had been, and he an 
swered that he had been attending a certain 
lady patient who had been for sometime the 
music teacher for Leontine, Miss Julia Ben.

He Testifles in His Own Behalf---The 
Evidence All In---Arguments 
to Follew.

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THE BREWER’S BEQUESTS. 


of the Schnaider Estate Among 
Relatives ana Charities. 

The willof Joseph Schnaider, the brewer, 
bearing date October 20, 1831, executed at Heid- 
elberg, Germany, was propounded to-day in 
the Probate Court of this city. The document wiil 
be returned to Europe for the testimony of the 
subscribing witnesses. The folowing directions 
were made by the testator:

~ SUNK IN SLUMBER. 


How the Prisoners in Jail Are 
Guarded at Night. 


The Three Condemned Murderers 
Seem to Sleep the Sleep 
of the Just. 


—_—$_$—$<——$ = >--———_—— 


A Reportorial Visit to the Jail at Mid- 
night—Ellis, Erb and Kotovsky. 


**Sleep well? I should say s0; they sleep like 


lambs.’’ 

The hour was midnight, the place the Oity 
Jail, and the above answer was in response to 
the inquiry of a PosT-DISPATCH reporter as to 
how the murderers Erb, Kotovsky, and Ellis 


slept. 

‘*See,’’ continued the guard, pointing his 
finger towards the Murderers’ Row, ‘‘there 
are no lights, no noise and everything is 
quiet. I have just completed the inspection 
of the cells, and the men you speak of have 
been asleep for several hours.’’ 

The reporter glanced towards the ‘‘row,’’ 
and he found the words of the guard strictly 
true. Not a movement wasto be noticed,and 
through the grated doors of the cells, partial- 
ly obscure, but still to be seen by the flicker- 
ing reflection of many gasjets, could be no- 
ticed the forms of the murderers wrapped in 
slumber deep and silent as the grave. If any 


visions of remorse haunted their sleep or 
devilish phantoms of the past flouted through 
their brains, or dire forebodings of 
what death might bring troubled them, 
no evidence was to be adduced against them 
in the motionless forms that lay in their bunks 
or their impassive countenances, oblivious of 
their surroundings. It is very pleasant and 
plausible to read in works of fiction of the 
great remorse of men who have committed 
murder and who, troubled with 
SELF-ACCUSING CONSCIENCE AND SLEEPLESS 
NIGHTS, ¢ 

only found relief in suicide. The reality is 
entirely different and it would be safe to wager 
that the present inmates of ‘‘Murderers’ 
Row,’’ with ths exception, perhaps, of 
the first few nights, to let them 
get used to the change of beda, 
sleep as well and more soundly than do many 
dainty ‘‘belles’’ of this city in their luxurious 
couches. ; 

The most charitable construction that can 
be placed on the impassiblUlity of the three 
men whose days are numbered is that as yet 
they do not realize their position or that they 
believe themselves sacrifices to an unjust law. 

The clamor of the day in jwil is succeeded at 
night by # silence almost so impenetrable 
that it is bard to believe that there 
are some two hundred prisoners confined 
there, whose efforts to secure their liberty 
could only be resisted by the lecked door oftheir 
cells and four guards; yet the system of 
guarding the jail, under the excellent man- 
agement of Jailer Ryan, is perfectly adequate 
to most any emergency. One guard, well 
armed, is stationed in the 

‘*SCREEN,’’ 
where he can see all that transpires in the in- 
side of the jail, andinthe event of the pris- 
oners getting possession ofthe jail floor and 
disarming the tevo guards who are there sta- 
tioned, he wouid have ample time to give the 
alarm and rally the police foree for protection 
before the prisoners could get near. him. 
Avother guard patro/s what is known as the 
‘*‘pull ring,’’ the location of which isin the 
rear of the cells, commanding a view of all 
thecell windows. This guard carries a com- 
plicated watch which he hasto wind e¢very 
five minutes, and, as thetwo keys he has to 
use for that purpose are located one at each 
end of the 
‘*RULL RING,’”’ 
in attending to his duties fe necessarily has 
to pace all the ceils, so that he eould not fall 
to notice any efforts made to tamper with the 
cell'windows. Evenil a prisoner succeeded 
in getting into the ‘‘bullring’’ he would 
have to saw his way through the large barred 
window overlooking the jail — before he 
would be at liberty. It would be simply im. 
possible to accomplish this without discovery. 
To prevent the guards from getting sleepy, 
their positions are changed every hour, the 
‘*bull rine’’ guard retiring to the ‘‘screen,’’ 
} the ‘‘soreen’’ guard to the jail floor, and the 
floor guard to the ‘‘bull ring.’’ The head 
guard every two hours makes the rounds of 
the cells, accompanied by 
A ** BULL'S EYE’’ LANTERN, 
to see that the prisoners are in their 
cells and tree trom mischief. Jail- 
er Ryan usually Tisits the jail 
during the night to see thatallis well, so that 
it will be a seen that ‘the jail is a hard 
place to escape from during the night. 
ERB, KOTOVSKY AND ELLIS 
are now allowed the privilege of the jail floor 
during the entire day. The drst two named 
take advantage of this privilege to do consid- 
able walking, but Ellis remains in his cell de- 
voting his time to meditation and prayer. Erb 
walks the floor at asnail’s pace, and retains 
the same cold, careless, indifferent air that 
he has worn since be heard he had to die. 
kotvovsky walks the floor with a rapid, ring- 
ing stride, swaying one arm relentiessly and 
giving evidence of deep meditation,the result 
ot which he keeps to hiuaself. As predicted 
inthe POST-DISPATCH last week, strenuous 
efforts are now in progress for the exercising 
of executive clemency in his case. A letter 
has already been written to Gov. Crittenden 
asking him to interferein Kotovsky’s behalf 
and commu his sentence to life imprison- 
ment. Itis also said thatthe Governor after 
perusing the letter requested the writer 
to visit him at Jefferson City for further con- 
suitation. What the result of that consulta- 
tion will be it is impossible to tell, but itis 
known to be a fact that when 
GOV. CRITTENDEN 
was asked to exercise his prerogative in the 
Erb case, on the grounds that Erb Was anold 
man and «4 not have mach longer to live, 
he repjied that he wuuld net interfere between 
the people of St. Loufs and the sen- 
tenced murderers. lotovsky had probably 
the strongest case of tnsanity of any 
of the men who tendered that plea in extenn- 
ation of their crime; consquently his friends 
will not giveup all hope until the Governor 
decides agninstthem. Ellis does not expect 
the Governor to interfere in his case, and hneis 
giving his whole time and attention td his 
ppiritual welfare, so 2s to be ready to die three 
weeks from to-morrow. Erb will dietwo weeks 
from to-morrow and S8sheriff Mason is 
now making preparations looking to 
that event. A rumor, which lacked 
confirmation, guined considerable § cre- 
dence around the Four Courts,that Gov.

Itis eonfidently believed that the 
new harvest will be very o and free offers 
are made of old wheat. Itis said that the In- 
dian wheat does not give comp'ete sati-fdc- 
tionto the English millers. On the other 
hand Russian wheat is stated to bea favorite 
with the millers.
